Communists. In our party, the 
allied supporters, we all looked 
forward to the invasion of the 
allies and believed it would be 
the end of the war and finally 
freedom again.

Toward 1944 I made my entry 
in the black market business 
and stayed in it until 1948 when 
I left France for the U. S. 

In 1945, my mother and I were 
living in Revel, a small town 
about the size of Elba. We were 
renting a bedroom and bath and

taking one meal a day. Our 
landlord was selling cigarettes 
on a retail basis. I was selling 
them wholesale to him and oth- 
er customers. Those were black- 
market cigarettes. Our rent was 
120 francs a day for each of us 
and I was selling cigarettes at 
120 frances a package. 

BLACK MARKET CONTROLS 

One day the landlord increas- 
ed our rent to 125 francs. The 
next day I sold him cigarettes 
at 125 francs a package. The rest 
of my customers had not in- 
creased their prices on what 
I was buying from them so the 
cigarettes remained 120 francs 
for them. 

Some time later the rent went 
up to 130—so did the cigarettes, 
Then the rent became 135 francs 
then the cigarettes became 135 
francs. At that point the rent 
did not increase anymore. As I 
was selling him more than two 
packs a day I did not care whe- 
ther or not he was increasing th: 
rent, 

That was a fair deal. Any price
